Tauoma, May 0. — Despite the miecralile 
weather of the past few days, wliicli niuat 
hive had n most depressing efifeot upon the 
people of this city and of tlie State of Wasli- 
ingtrni, who lia l iiiatle up tUtir iiiiiuls In ilo 
all possible honor to tlie uhief exejutivo of 
this republic, tlio pre.sidedtiiil progress has 
been u triumph. At Cliebulis, although the 
hour was an early one, a largo, crowd luul 
gathered lit the station, which, when the 
President arrived, fairly rang with cheer- 
ing. At Centralia the G. A. H. post and 
band were drawn np when the train ar- 
rived, and they, with the assistance of sev- 
eral hundred civiliiina, also loudly cheered 
His Excellency, wlio here, ua well as ut 
other' points on tlie routs, gracefully 
acknowledged the demonatrationa. Tiico- 
m-i was reached ut 0:.'!l), the citizens ten- 
dering u grand ovation at tlie railway sta- 
tion and all along tho President's drive 
through the town. Pacific Avenue was 
oinaniented with arches, ilug.i and stream- 
ers, displaypd overyvvhoro. The public 
buildings .and the Tnconia Hotel wore par- 
ticularly noteworthy for their exhibitions. 
One of the arches through which the party 
passed was. cotiiposed of specimens of min- 
erals, one of them being a giguntiu block of 
coal— said to weiglt oyer five tons— the pro- 
duct of the Gilmore mine. Another arch 
was mudc of timbers of various sizes, and' 
onother of bags of flour. The President's 
escort consisted of a body of n.ounted po- 
lice, the route of march being lined with 
spectators. A notable exhibit was a grand 
collection of the fish of the Sound and tri- 
butary rivers. 

■ii'^Ki'VHi.!' 

■, Sea'jtlk, May 0. — President Harrison has 
come and gone, and a more inappropriate 
day could hardly have been allotted in the 
inevitable order of things to the President's 
visit to this place. The weather has been 
rainy for three days, showering b'essiiigs 
upon the farmers, but completely shutting 
out any view of the mount. lin seonery which 
the President might have mentally photo- 
graphed during lii.s lioat ride from Tacoma 
to .Scutt le, had weather lieen more propit- 
ious. Aa it was, however, he seemed to en- 
joy the trip hugely. It was a rest Ibc him 
after Ilia long t'jur l)y . rail. The weather 
cleared oil' a little after the steamer left Ta- 
coma and remained dry, though cloudy, 
till the exercises prepared for tho day in 
this city were carried out. Diit what was 
lacking in the n.atler of weather, was more 
than made up in tho inteuue enthusiasm of 
the grand ovation tendered on both land 
and water by the patriotic citizeni of 
.Scuttle. This city was gaily decorated 
with the iiutioiial colors and overgreens, and 
the streets wtrebloL'ked with dense thronns, 
eager to Hce tiie I'leaideiit's face anil to 
shout a Wiishin^ton welcome, 

It was a little liefore 11, the scheduled 
time, when the Presidential party boarded 
the pnlatial steimor, tho City of Seattle, at 
the Tacoma deck. 

I'lie Seattle reception committee arose 
early thU morning, to steam up the Sound 
to Tacoma, in time to give the President 

A HEARTY OBERTINa. 

Those who were aboard the presidential 
steamer, constituting a personal escort, of 
b.onor, were members of tho city government 
and al'oi.it forty prominentcitizi'ns. Tueoniii 
was reached about !) a.m., mid the stcinier 
awaited the arrival of tlie prcjidciitiiil [larty 
at tho Northern I'ncilic; (lock, Duriiii; the 
two liimrs' w.iit, it lii-ciuu; uppari'iiL what 
tlie steamboat cumiiaiiies of I'uget Sound 
had <lone in the way of a tribute of resjiect, 
t'lir not only hail the use of the linest 
^ll■.ullel■ on the .SduiiiI l)een imiiercil, bill an 
i-sciirt (if tour other .'^leiiiiier.s the eie:im of 
I'liyel Sound shipfdng, botli in ( legaiK'e and 
.spi cd- had iil-() been provided, all iijipro- 
prialely ilecoiatcd with c\crgreeiis ami 
colors, CJrowds of pe(jjile, rcg irdlcsa of the 
relentless di iz/.le, covered the wharf whrn 
the I'ri'sideiit appeared, and shout after 
hhout cxprcM-ied tlie po|)iilai'imlhusiasinas the 
I'lcsident walked across the gang plank ac- 
companied by Jacob Furlh of Seattle. The 
First Regiment bund aboard the aleamer 
sirudc up tlie familiar air "Hail to the 
Chief," while huts were instantly r.;ii<ed, 
and bare heads looked down upon a s-ja ol 
umbrellau. Mayor KaiidliV of Tac una, 
(lovernor Ferry und stafF, Mr. Wanamaki r, 
and Col. H. F. Garroltson of Tacoma, .Mrs. 
Harrison und Mrs. Kusaoll Harrison, .Mis. 
Mi Koo and Mrs. Dimniick, and Secretary 
Husk with Judge Frank Allyn, ol Tacmna, 
f(d:(iwed the President amid the shouts of 
the people. There was some time before 
the hour of departure, during which the 
President was escorted lo his staieroom, 
which was decorated with flowers. Several 
geiiilemeii o inie aboard from Tacoma to ao- 
coiiipaiiy the parly to Seattle. Tho, militia 
staff ofQecrs acting us 

Tllr, OFFICIAL ISSCORT 
were Adjt.-Gon. R. G. O'Brien, of Spokane, 
Paymaster-Gen. H«-nry Lnndea and Col. 
Climl^s Rpichoiibach, aide-ile-eaiiip, of 
Tacoma, and Col, K. M. Carr, of Seatllo, 
and Miiy rC, 11, Ayer, ot Olympia, aidi;3 
to the Adjutant-tienoral. The discharge of 
a small ton-pounder . in the city of Seattle 
was the signal for departure, and for the 



beginning of a babel of steamboat ahriek- 
inys. The steamer pulled out magnificently 
and ploughed her way rapidly to the fore 
of tho steamboat escort. Her decorated 
companions on the way to Seattle were the 
fust Bteamera Bailley Gatzert, Greyhound, 
City of Kingston, and tho T. J. Potter, all 
famous boats. When the vessels were well 
out of Taconja harbor, tho President was 
formally received by Mayor White with a 
few well chosen words. Tho President lo- 
plied briefly aa follows : — 

" Mr. Mayor, I accept with great gratifi- 
cation these words of welcome on behalf of 
the citi/.ens of SeiLttle. It will give me 
great pleasure to cotttrast my observations 
of your state in 1885 with whut I shall see 
to-day. I have not lost; track of the pro- 
gress of Seattle, but have, through friends, 
neeii advised of the marvellous develop- 
ment which you have mudo, and bow you 
have repeated in the substantial character 
of your edifices the story of tho Chicago 
lire, coming out of what ."eemcd a disaster, 
with increased magnificence, and finding it 
really an advantage. I will defer, until 
I am in the presence (if your people, fur- 
ther acknowledgenieiit of your courtesies, 
and will now only thank you, aa you are 
repeating here whut we have (observed on 
our whole trip — the unification of all our 
people ; the aosolute oneness of sentiment 
m devotion to our institutions and tho Aug." 

TIIU TItll' TO SEATTLE. 

Formality was tlien laid aside and the 
prciidenlial party was given the freedom of 
the stcimer until the lunclieon hour. A col- 
lation vias served in tlr; dining room to the 
entire jmrty. 'I'lie tiip to .Seattle waawiih- 
out ineid( nt. save the periodical whistling 
of the steamera which had been apprised of 
the presidential programme. Fully fifty 
sieamprsof .ill siz.'s, trom the huge William- 
etteilouii to the swift launch Aijuillii, met 
the purty at the ( r.trance to the harbor, and 
escorted the presidential st'-amer in,- .After 
landing, an impressive scene met the I'reai- 
dent'a wondering but complacent L'a/.e. All 
Seattle had turned out to do him honor, and 
the wf-atlicrhad become a little more favor- 
able for a mighty - dtmoiistration. Docks, 
wliaives, slips, vessels, and buildings were 
literally covered with people, eager to catch 
a ulimpse of the President's white hair. 
Sliout after shout went up from the immense 
c incourse, and shriek after shriek from tho 
steamers. Every precaution had been taken 
by tho military. Grand Army Posts, and 
tho police, to clear the way for 
the presidential party ; but when the 
Preaident diaembarUed and was saluted by 
an emotional lady with a positive " God 
bicas you," it was hard work to keep the 
crowd from surging forward and blockading 
the street. 

Carriages were taken at the dock and the 
party was csnvcyod through the vociferous 
throngs and beneath patriotic decorations 
to tho cable cars, which were to carry the 
President to.Lake Washington. 

At Pioneer Place the President was 
greeted beneath a flag-bedecked arch of 
evergreens by the schoolchildren

and here Benjamin Harrison and old 
Aneeline, daughter of old Chief Seattle, 
and Queen of her tribe, met 
face to face, exchanging momentary 
glances of recognition. 

'ilie party was escorted to Lake Wash- 
ington by cable cars, and returned by the 
Madison street line, the cars lieiug splendid- 
ly decorated. Carriages then conveyed the 
party to the Uiuveisity grounds, where 
such a mass of people had gathered be- 
tweeu the two stands that it was well nigh 
impossible for the I'rcsident and Messrs. 
Waiiamaker and Kusk to get through to 
their places on the platform. Down upon 
this sea of up-turned faces the Tresidcnt 
gazed admiringly, while several hundred 
school children, occupying an opposite stand, 
sang several nat,oiial airs. To tijo Piesiilent'a 
right were a score or more of old inon wlio 
hud voted for " Tippecanoe and Tyler, too," 
in 18-10, iind were proud of tho ovation to 
Williuni Henry Harrison's grandson. Order 
being called by the Miyor, und a miniHtcrial 
invocation ofl'ercd, the orator of the day, 
.lodge Thomas Burke, delivered an address 
of welcome, in which he took occasion to 
call tiie President's attention to the rapid 
up-building of tiie city from the smoking 
ruina of two years ago. 

THK I'RESIDENT'.S lii:i>L,V. 

The President said: "Judge Hurke and 
fellow citizens, I am sure you have too 
much kindness in your hearts to expect nio 
to make an address to you, this afternoon. 
This chilly und inclement wc tther, this 
drizzling rain, this exposure during the day, 
which you and these pieuioiis children have 
soSered, and these unfavorable conditions 
warn me on your account, ns well as my 
own, that I should say but a few words in 
recognition of this magnificent welcome. 
Five years ago I visited your beautiful city, 
and tlic distinguished gentleman, who has 
been your spokeiinun, to-day, was ono ot a 
hospitable committee that pointed out for 
iiie the bcouties of this location. You were 
then largely a prospective city. Some 
siib.taiitial ami propiiaiug improve- 
ineiit.s liad been begun, but it was a 
])L riod of expectancy rather than realization. 
1 am glad lo comu liero, to-day, and to see 
how fully and how pertcctly the largo ex- 
pcc;ntioiis then entertained by your 
eiiterpiisiii^' piojile have been realized, 
it ia a matter of amazement as 
wo look npiin the towering substantial 
gianilu and iron structures in which tho 
great comnierce of your city ia tr.insactcd. 
((.ireat applause.) That disaster, as it 
seemed to you, which swept away a huge 
portion of the business jiart of your city, 
was like the alilicliuiis that came to ti e 
saints— a blessing in disguise. You 
have done what Ctiicago did. You 
ha\e taken advaiit.igc ot the disaster, 
i.y icaiing ami compleliiig ediliccs th.il 
w. re untlioiight of bjidre. Those wliu were 
not entrrpnsing or liberal, liavo been com- 
pelled to be liberal and enterprising in or- 
der that tliey might realize rent tor their 
property (applause). I have fully appre- 
ciated tlic importance of lliia great water 
upon which you aro situated, Thia .Sound, 
this iulund sea, must be in the future the 
highway, the entrepot, of a great com- 
merce. I most tinuei cly believe that we 
are entering upon a period of development 
that will put the American flag uguin upon 
the sea and bring to your port-', 
ill American bottoms, a largely in 
creased share of the comnierce ol 
the world. (Continued cheers). Aa 1 
have said in other places, for onco I am 
thoroughly discontented with the present 
condition of things. We may dilTer us to 
inethoilH, but I believe that tho great piitri- 
olic licirt of our countrynioii is stirretl, and 
tliey are bent upon recovering thut share ui 
,tbo world's conimeroe which we once hap- 
pily cnjuyod. (Applause). Vour demon- 



stration to-day under these unfavorable 
environments, has been most creditable to 
your city. We certainly have seen nothing 
in a journey characterizod by great demon- 
strations to surpass this magnificent scene. 
(Great applause). I realize what your 
spokesman has said, that in all this 
there is a patriotic impression of the love of 
our people for the flag and for the constitu- 
tion. - (Applause. ) And now, my friends, 
thanking you for all you buvo done for me, 
hunilily confessing my inability to repay 
you, I pledge to you my beat ell'orts to pro- 
mote tho good of all our people, and I will 
have a wutchful observation of the good of 
your State, of your harbor, for defence, and 
improvement and security." (Continued ap- 
plause.) ; 

When the outburst of applause had sub- 
sided the children sung the " Red, white 
und blue," waving their flags to measure ofT 
the chorus. 

I'UST.MASTKK f.fcNEll.M. WANAJIAKEK 

wa-i called for and rt-sponded in like strain, 
and likewise Secretary Kusk. With the 
cessation of tlie oratory, tho rain again be- 
gan, and the PresidL-nt was hastily escorted 
to the depot. Crowds gathered about the 
Piesideiilial train and yelled for tho Presi- 
dent, Messrs. Wanamakerand Rusk. Mr. 
Wanuiiiaker facetiously agreed to liiid the 
Pieaident, who appeared bowing and smil- 
ing, while a terrific cheer rent the air, and 
the President again found his voice, ex- 
plaining that his recL'ption had truly been a 
royal one.

WATER CONQUERS FIRE. 



Faithful Fireiuea and a Good Water 
Supply Save Westminster a 
isecond Conflagration. 



The Barstiug: of a Yarnish Barrel 
' Causes a Costly Blaze— Une 
Man Badly Iiijured. 



(From our own Correspondent.) 

New Westminstek, B.C., May 6. — The 
fire fiend paid the Royal City another visit 
this morning, but fortunately his ravages 
were confined' by: bard work on -- the part of 
the firemen to the limits In which the fire or- 
iginated, f he fire broke nut in Campbell Sc 
Anderson's hardware store, and the alarm 
was rung exactly at 10 o'clock. Three 
minutes later the engine was on the slip at 
the foot of Mary street, accumulating a head 
of steam with great rapidity. The ferry 
steamer was in position a few minutes later, 
and the hand engine from the Hyack hull 
was rushed out, and placed alongside tho 
tank opposite Kllard Ik, Co.'s store. The 
firemen and volunteers from among the 
citizens were at work very speedily, and 
water was turned on in a remarkably short 
space of time. 

Just us water was being turned on, ono 
of the clerks, .Jellccot, appeared at the win- 
dow of the aecond story with u bicycle, 
which he dropped to the sidewalk. Ho 
had gone up-stuiis to save it, and retreat 
was cut oli' ; he could nut gel- li ick and was 
forced to crawl along the coping to ih-; 
Bushby block. His hands were badly 
burned. Five streams of water were soon 
playing on the flames, and, by prying off a 
window and a door at the rear, the fir>-nio<' 
were enabled to pour two streams on the 
liamcs, where they raged most fiercely,

The fire on the stairway, which was in a 
bluzo from top to bottom, was also extin- 
guished by these streams, and preventtd 
ironi spreading in the first and second floors, 
'I'he firemen worked splendidly. There was 
no lack of water, and the flames were got 
under onmplete control within twenty min- 
utes of the sounding of the alarm. 

In the meantime the merchants on either 
side of the burning building, were hard at 
work, aided by willing hands, carrying 
gooda out of their aiorea. The tiro origin- 
ated in a cellar among the oil b.irrels, while 
Thonias White and tieorgc King wercdraw- 
ing furniture vai nit;li. The f-iucel was noi 
a good lit, and a small .slieam of 
till) varnish escaped, which, by .s-ime 
means, coniinunicated with the llaiin 
of a lamp, and the next moment the whole 
measure of liijnid was in a blaze. A partial 
e.\|)lo3i(in foUo .ved, winch threw tin) llaining 

i(piid in all directions. Wliit-;'s clntlle^ 
were covernl with varnish, and aliiiosi 
iiislaiilly were in a blaze from the km c 
iijiWiirds, In great agony he ran upstairs, 

iiid on to tho street, where the clerks 
idlUd him oil the wet ground and with the 
u-(! of cloths finally (luciiched the lite from 
tlie Imrning gai ineiits. However promptly 

his was (lone, it did not save the po ir 
follow from frightful injury. Ho wa- 
torribly burned, from tho knees to the hip 
being

where the lire had touched it, und in other 
places it peeled oil' wheri;ver touched. His 
liunds und arms, throat und face were also 
feaifully burned, and the great wonder is 
that ho over escaped alive. Wnite wus ro- 
imived in gicat pain to Mr. Anderson's 
bouse. 

A mass of burning liq^uid fell on the arms 
of Cieoigu King, iiillicting injuries of a most 
painful nature, but, fiirtuimtely, not seri- 
ous. - Tho losses by fire will not be very 
great. The only heavy losers are Campbell 
& Anderson, whose stack was valued at 
S42,000. They rs imate their loss ut §15,- 
000, ucalnst which they 'have insurance to 
the amount of $30,000. The dumago to the 
building, and^ other losses, will foot up a 
few thousand' more.

Fruit BmU Blasted by the Cold Air 
of Night— Ice in ludiaua 
and Iowa. 



Unusually Severe Weather in All the 
liortheru States East of 
the Hississippi. 



Chicaoo, May 5. — DispuU-hes from 
points ill Iiuliaim and Southern Micliigaii 
Btute that ico formed, lust night, luul much 
d»magu wus doiiu in the fruit belt. 

Watkuloo, la., Miiy 5. — This section 
was visited by a severe frost, luat night. 
Small streams were covered witli ice eight 
inches in thickness. The therhiometer 
registered 28. Much damuge was done to 
fruit trees, which wore in full bloom. Smidl 
fruits wore not injured much, being a little 
bnukward. Indicatioos are for another 
heavy frost to-ninlit. 

Albany, N. Y. , Miiy 5. — Reports fioin 
various portions of the state show that 
frosts occurred last night, and that ice 
formed. The weather is said to ba the 
coldest e.vpcriencid at this season for 
years. It is bi-licved tnuoh damage to fruit 
trees and vegetables will result. Snow fell 
here. 

Washington Citv, Mny .'>. — Unusually 
cold wcaiher prevails tliia morning through- 
out the entire northern portion of the 
country cast of the Missouri and Mississippi 
rivers. The line cf freuzing tt-mperature ox- 
tends from Southern iMaine westward 
thtoiigh Western New York aiul Northern 
Ohio, and including Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Alinnctiola and N'oi tii Dakota. in .South- 
eastern Micliigaii the temperature is the 
lowest on record for this season of the year, 
the minimum there being one degree lower 
than previously observeil during the first 
part of M«y. Severe frosts have occurred 
throughout these regions, probably causing 
considcrublo injury to fruit and early »ege- 
tables. 

La Grande, Ind., May u. — The ttmpeia- 
ture in tho northern part of the stale fell 
twenty degrees lust night.

AHAOORTES' INCOKf OKATIOK 

Attornry HcNanght Will Fight .tha Proposi- 
tion Unless Limits are Reduced. 

Anacoutes, May ."). — A largo meeting of 
the citizens was he'd last; evening in the of- 
fice of Messrs. Goodwin, Benedict & Co., to 
discuss the (jne-tion of incorporation with 
Mr. Joseph SicNaught, aijenc of tlie Fidal- 
go Improvement Company and other cor- 
p )rat,ions owning land in Anacortes. When 
the first effort to incorporate was made, in 
.laimary; the proposed lindis of the city in- 
terfered with the property of the Oregon Im- 
provement Company and an injunction was 
filed by its president, Mr. Elijah Smith. 
The lim ts were cut down at least a mile and 
an order of eleclinn for the 15th instant or- 
dered by the court commissioners. 

It W'as subsequently ruinoreil that even 
the present proposed limits were an in- 
fringement on tlie lands owned by the cor- 
porations represented by Mr. McNaughi. 
who announced his intention of filing un in- 
junction if tho vote.on.,the 15th instiint was 
in favor of the Iine8*'a8ttt''|a'e8ent indicated. 
To explain his action Mr. MuNtJUght calh d 
the present n^eeling, which was attended 
by a large majority of voter.s. 

Mr. McNaught said that, a;) a property 
holder of Anacortes, he was personally de- 
siroiH of having the city limits as wiile as 
possible, but aa the representative of tho 
comp mies owning tlio land lie was com- 
pelled to fraidcly tell the citizens of his in- 
tention to flight the iptestion from crnirt to 
court until jiinticu was given to the dificreiit 
conifjiinicH. The land under di.spute was 
not iieces.sary to tlic city, and sliould not be 
subject to city taxation. It would drive 
the capitalists to other cities to erect their 
mills and mnnufactnries. 

It was evid-nt that a second i.-utting ilown 
was very unpalatiible to ths citizetiH, and 
yet tho force of Mr. MoNauglil's argument 
seemed to make its imprcesion. 

The pressing need above all others is to in- 
corporate. A .'oinmitteeof 12 of tlic leading 
business men and lawyers of tho city was ap- 
pointed to take the matter under advise- 
ment, to consult legal talent as to the best 
means of mxking the desired clniiigc, and to 
report to an adjourned mcctim; of the citi- 
zens to bo held on Saturday. Considerable 
e^^citomenl prevails, us tho vote would have 
been uniiiimous in favor of the present 
limits indicated hy the commissioners in 
their coll for the election. But the fear of 
protracted litigation has changed the cur- 
rent of feeling, and there is now barely a 
doubt but that curtailment of the limits 
will be the result.

stores were nearly exhausted, mere being 
no medicine and no coal on hoard. 

Captain Burns would have been glad to 
take the sick seamen on board his own 
vessel if he could have made room for them, 
but instead he sent his mate, John McNutt, 
with two men to take charge of the burken- 
tine, and under his management she was 
brought safe to Anjer, Java. When Cunt. 
Burns reached Batavia with the Lancefield, 
he put in his claim fo^ services in succoring 
the Guiding Star, and through Lloyd's agent 
received £1,000 for saving iho vessel. The 
Guiding Star, meanwhile, had taken on • 
pilot at Anjer, and sailed for Batavia, hut 
was wrecked and lost with her cargo iu the 
Straits of Sunda. 

At Hong Kong Captain Burns discharged 
his cargo of oil, and cccured a general cargo, 
principally tea, for Calluo. On the voyage, 
and while ofT the southwest coast of Austra- 
lia, on Dscomber 4th, a happy event occur- 
red, it being the birth of daughter to 
Captain and Mrs. Burns, the captain's wife 
having accompanied him on his long cruise. 
A typhoon and a hurricane, both terrible, 
revolvini; storms, were met on the pa.ssnge, 
but the Lincefield went tlirough them witli- 
out serious damage. 

The British flagship Warspite, with Ad- 
miral Hotham on board, was found at Callao 
whence I he Lancefield arrived. The War- 
spite had just coino in from Iquique, with 
150 Chilian refugees aboard, and found 
orders awaiting her to proceed to Behring's 
Sea, but before she could get away they 
were countermanded and she was sent back 
to Iquique. At Calluo, little was known .if 
the progress of the Chilian war, all news 
reaching them by way of London, direct 
communication having been cut off by the 
army. 

On the passage from Callao to Port 
Townsend, (Jhief Mate John McNutt died, 
March 22, of inflammation of the stomach, 
and wus buried at sea the following day. 
McNutt was a^oya Scotian, 54 years old, 
and hud a sister living at Victoria. 

Captain Burns is a popular and fortunate 
master, and it is safe to say that only two 
things are prized by him above his ship, and 
those are his little daughter Louise, and 
his wife.

TJim SU^f^DAY CLOSING LA WS. 

The Parliomeut of Groat Britain has of 
late years enacted a Sunday closing law for 
Ireland annually. The law was ciinfcssedly 
an experiniont. Those who were, opposed 
to it iisscrted with such confidence that it 
could not bo enforced and tliat it would 
create greater evils than it was intended tb 
cure, that British statesmen wonld not run 
the risk of nmking the law permanent, lint 
it has woi keil well. It is found that a Sun- 
day Inw c.-in l)c enforced in the rural dis- 
tricts and small towns of Ireland, and that 
it has not caused places to he opened in 
which topers can getttheir Sunday drams on 
the sly to any great extent. "Shebeens" 
exist in Ireland as they have always existed, 
but their nundier does not seem to have 
been increased hy the operation of the Sun- 
day closing law. 

. So much good has the law done to, the 
parts of the country over which it extended, 
that its friends and some who not very long 
ago were not its friends, are trying to have 
it made permanent and its sphere extended. 
It is now i)ro])osed to apply it to all the 
towns in Ireland, large and small. There is 
some opposition to the proposal, but it is 
not strong, and there is no prospect of its 
becoming stronger. The operation of the 
law has created a strong feeling in its favor, 
and it is argued that, since it has done good 
in p.irt of the country, there is reason to 
believe that it will be' equolly beueficiol to 
the whole of it. 

The success of the Sunday closing law in 
Ireland should be a great encouragement to 
the friends of Mr. Robson's law to regulate 
the liijuor traflic in this province, the nuiin 
feature of wliicli is its provision for closing 
places where liquor is sold on llie Lord's 
Day. There arc many in the province wlu> 
'admit that the law is a good one, but they 
declare tbiit it cannot be enforced. They 
say, as was said by the opponents of a sim- 
ilar law in Ireland, it is op[)osod to the hab- 
its of the people, and, not having public 
opinion and the iiuhlic eonseience on its 
side, it will be a mere dead letter. Our 
conviction is that those who maintain that 
the Sunday closing law of this province is 
not in conformity with public opinion and 
does not approve itself to the public con- 
science, arc very nuich mistaken. We be- 
lieve that nine men out of ten and nine 
hundred and ninety-niuu women out of a 
thousand in all purts of the province would 
gladly see all saloons and other places where 
liquor is sold closed during the whole of 
Sunday, and this heciuse in their Iiearts 
they helieve that it is wrong to keep them 
open on that day. Tliis is why we favored 
Mr. Robson's bill and why we believe that, 
now that it has become law, there will be 
very little trouble in enforcing it in botli 
town and country. Wo believe, too, that a 
majority of the liquor dealers themselves 
regard the law with favor, and they will, if 
they are wise, combine to have it stringently 
enforced. They need a day of rest quite as 
much oa other .people, :and ,th^se.r,of;them 
who are determinied to'' observe 'the law 
should adopt means to prevent its being 
violated with impimity. This they can 
easily do. We arc <iuiti! sure that almost 
every one in the cmnmunit}', whether he is 
a moderate drinker or a total uhstuiner, will 
be pleased tO'Bee. the Sunday licpior law rig- 
idly enforced. It is a deep reproach to Vic- 
toria to have its bars and saloooa open all 
day Sunday. And the custom, besides 
doing a great deal of harm, causes 
strangers to helieve that the moial 
condition of the town is worse than 
it really ■•is. 'We confidently expect 
that the Bobson Sunday closing law, like 
the one that has been jn operation in Ire- , 
land, will work well and will bo productive 
of many benefits to the community. 



NOT INaONSISTENT. 

The Times thinlcs that people will have 
■oiiie difficulty in reconciling the present 
attitude of the Colonist with tliut which 
it t.ook during the recent election campaign. 
Wo cannQt ae(S that there is any difficulty 
about the haatier. Wo supported the Do- 
minion Government as welt as we were able 
when it appealed to the people in March 
lant, because we were convinced that the 
stand which it look was the riglit one, and 
because wo believed tliat tlie jioliey iidvo- 
cated by the Opposition was not calculated 
to promote the prosperity of the Dominion 
or t'> proaorvc the independence and the 
self-respect of its Government. But because 
we agree with the Government in principle, 
and consider the course which it ia pursuing 
the riglit one, wo do not feel ourselves 
bound to approve of every act of every de- 
partmental ofBciiil. 

The time when a party newspaper was 
required to defend and justify everything 
that the public men on its side ecc fit to 
say or to do has gone hy. Much blind 
indiscrimnating partiziinship detnicted fion) 
the usefulness of a newspaper and we.dienod 
its influence. Canadian journals have of 
late years become more independent. They 
do not hesitate to britloiae their friends 
when they do wrong end to commend their 
opponents when tliey do ri(;l>t. 

The Colonist haa not hesitated to press 



the oloinis of British Columbia on the 

I Cloverninont, and to protest emphatically 
when, in its opinion, its claims were disre- 
garded. Among other tilings it has repre- 
sented tliut the salmon fishery of tlie ]uo- 
vinco is much too important an interest to 
be regulated by men who are not well 
acquainted with all tho conditions under 
wjiich it is ])rosucuted. Wc have urged 
that a commission of practical and unpreju- 
diced men be appointed to enquire into 
everything connected with that fishery, in 
order tliat regulations might he drawn up 
adapted to its rcquireraeuts. Wo did not 
think that a departmental official who had 
never been on the coast before, who con- 
ferred with no one, wlio in-ide his investiga- 
tions almost furtively, and who reinoined 
here only a few days could collect the infor- 
mation which we know the Department of 
&Iarine and Pishories needed for its guid- 
ance. 

The report which tho oflicial made ia juat 
such a, one as might, under the circum- 
stances, be expected. Wo gave our opinion 
of that report freely. We did not say a 
word that was inconsistent with what we 
Slid before the election with respect to un- 
restricted reciprocity with the United 
States and tho conscqi'.ances of its adoption 
by Canada. We do not think thei e is any- 
thing in our article on Mr. Wilmot's report 
that favors discrindnation in trade against 
(ireat Britain, or a single sentence that c'-*" 
be construed into adyocouy of annexation. 
Condemning Mr. Wilmot's methoAa cannot 
be considered a condonmalion of .Sir .Jolin 
Macdonald'a policy, and disapproving of the 
course which tho Department of Marine 
and Fisheries has pursued, and is pursuing, 
with respect to the Fraser River Fishery is 
not taking back anything that we said in 
favor of the continuance of British connec- 
tion. Loyalty to f?ir John Macdouald's 
Governnieut does not require a helief in the 
infallibility of departmental ofiloials. 

MR. GOLRY liETIRES. 

Mr. Colby, having failed to get elected for 
.Stanslead, bus resigned his seat in the Cab- 
inet. The loss to Parliament of such a man 
as Mr. Colby is a matter of general regret. 
The people of Canada want such men .as he 
is in the House of Commons. lie is not a 
politician, in the ordinary sense of the term, 
and this is pcrliaps why lie failed to secure 
his election. He is a large-minded man, of 
nmcli ability and great intelligence. He 
was not by any means it strong partizan. 
He wa'i unifnnilly courteous to h\i oppon- 
ents and when he spoke, which was not 
\ ory often, Ik: confined himself strictly to 
the suliject under discussion. Whether 
those who beard him agreed with him or not 
they could not help admiring ancVrespecting 
hini. It coiild he seen thnit'ho had studied 
his subject carefully, and that ho had no 
other object than to convince his hearers 
that he was right and had reason on his 
side. It can easily bo understood that Mr. 
Colby had no enemies in the IIou.se, and 
that he was as ^i^etl liked and os'; higbly es- 
teemed by those froim'wboni he diflered in 
opinion as by tho men whose cause he advo- 
cated. .Calm anri gentle us he was, it could 
easily he seen that he was a man of much 
determination and had a strong will. He was 
steadfast, too, in his opinions. He was not 
one of those who co^ld be blown about hy 
every wind bf doctrine. He will bo greatly 
missed by his party, and.the. men of sense 
among his opponents will be sorry that he 
is no longer in the seat he filled so well, 

A MATTER OF MANNERS. 

The explanation nuide hy tho person who 
represents the United States in 'Vancouver 
is ludicrous'in .'the. extreme. He is cer- 
tainly not a better Bepublican than, say, 
Mr. Lincoln, Minister to London, Mr. 
Chauneey Dcpcw, or Mr. Carnegie. These 
United States citizens, and many others, 
equally eminent anil ecpially loyal to their 
country ami iin institut ions, stand up wheu 
the health of Queen Victoria is drunk', and 
God Save tho Queen sung, without having 
t ho slightest suspioion that tKey, aro.doing 
anything that a good Republican ought not 
to do. Tho truth is that these Americans 
know what is rcipiired of a gent'cman on 
such occasions, and tlie man who ctjusiders 
that he represents a l-lepublican (iovern- 
irient in Vancouver city docs not. 

Wo are - not a little amused to 
see that a contemporary in this city con- 
siders that it is, in some inconiproheiHildi! 
way, an infringement on an -American 
citizen's liberty to expect him to honor the 
toast to the Queen of Great l^ritain when i,t 
is proposed at a public banquet, in a British 
colony. The qneition ia not one of free- 
dom, but one of good maaners. There are a 
thousand things which a man is free to do 
and which, in a coarse sense, are not 
morally wrong, that no decent mm 
dreams of doing. There is for instance, no 
law that we know of, that prevents a man 
keeping his hat on his head and his cigar 
in his mouth when he enters a lady's draw- 
ing room. Yet whcro ia the mun who 
ia so lost to all sense of decency 
or so barbarously ignorant, as to use. 
his freedom in such an extraordinary way 
as tliis? No one cousiders that his libeity 
is restricted in any way injurious to him 
and to the community in which he lives, 
when ho is required to conform to the 
usages of good societj', and to treat those 
with whom ho coises in contact with re- 
spect and courtesy. There is an unwritten 
law in such matters which cannot be vio- 
hited with impunity. It is this law which 
Mr. Kwing haa violated. He has shown 
that he does not know what are the re- 
quirements of good society, and we would 
not be at all surprised to learn that society 
in Vancouver decided that he is not fit to 
assoei ite with gcntleinen.

ONE DOLLAR'S DIFFERENCE. 



Tho BUol'g Flue $648, and tho Lome's S644 
Oapt; Uiwrence Will Glvs Bonds. 

The Port Townsend Loader publishes the 
followini; upon the seizure of the tug Pihit -: 
"The Britisli tug Pilot, Captain L iwrence, 
doubting the propriety of the United States 
(Government liidng her sister, tlie Lome, 
has done likewise, and lost money. List 
Sunday the Pilot towed the American l-ark 
Valley Forgo into Port Angeles. The 
Valley Torge was bound from San Francisco 
to load coal at Nanainio. Before Deputy 
Collector Bradford could act, the Pilot hi.d 
made her escape. She returned yesterday 
morning for the purpose of towing the 
Valley Porgc over to Nanaimo, and now 
she is tied up for a violation of the statute 
prohibiting a British tug from towing an 
American vessel engaged in the coastwise 
trade. Captain Lawrence refuses to pay 
the fine imposed. He soys he will wait 
until his vessel is turned over to the 
United States Marshal. He will then_ give 
bonds and take his case into the circuit 
court, where the question at issue will be 
forever determined. The fine imposed upon 
the Pilot amounts to $843, being 50 
cents per ton of the Valley Forge's net 
tonnage. 

Captain Lawrence claims to have picked 
the bark up in British and not American 
waters. Captain Bennett, of the Valley 
Forge, is reported to have said that 
Captain Lawrence requested him to 
sail in close to Vanco Island before 
he agreed to hook on, because the Bri- 
tish skipper was not certain he was in 
foreign waters. 

Tho tug Lorne towed the Valley Forge 
to Nanaimo last night. "

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HOUSELESS AND HOMELESS. 



A Warning to Youn^ Lads Who Are 
i. Anxioas to Ijeave Comfortable 
Jlomes. 



Two Youths Who Were Shausrhaied, 
and ui-o Now Waiuleiing Ahout 
London Streets. 



London, May 5.— Tho story told by 
Arthur Talbot and Bertio Davis,' of Chicago, 
Is a remarkable one. Talbot, who is 17 years 
old, and Davis arrived in Londoa last Satur- 
diiy on the cuttle steamer UsUar, in a desti- 
tute iind miseriiblo condilioii. T)icy say 
thoy were •'Hhaiigluiied " aboard the vessel 
and subjected to tlie oruelest treatment on 
the voyage. Talbot ran uway from Mem- 
phis, where his father was attendinu the 
rac(!si, boing himstlf an owner of horses. 
The boy went to Buffalo where he met 
Davis, who had run away from home to 
join him. They had a good time there for 
a few days, and not having money enough 
to pay their board bills, they left their bag- 
ga>^e at tlie hotel and managed to boat then- 
way to Ne%v York'. In that city tlioy passed 
the first night, sUeping on a dock. In tho 
morning thry wuio acoo.-ted by a shipping 
agent, whose name is given as Patrick Ber- 
gen, of Brooklyn, who promised toeivethcm 
55 each and a return ticket if they wouhl 
ship on the Uskar The boys were undo 
cided, but wore intimid.ited,and before tliey 
were fully aware of what was happening 
they found themselves in tlie building, No. 
04 Greenwich street, where they were liept 
. confined until midniglit. Tliey wei e taken 
by the man wlio had tliciii in cIuuko to 
Philadelphia, and forced alxiard the Usknr. 
They were nearly famished l)y this timo and 
had hardly strength to walk, much less to 
offer any iH.siat.inco. They h id only Imd 
one meal in -18 liours. Tlie passage to Eng- 
land ocoupied 10 days, and the boys Kuirereil 
terribly from sea sicsness and luelc of fond. 
Despite their illness, they were compelled 
to work, and were treated vi ry liarahly. On 
arrival at their destination thoy were turned 
away penniless and refused even the privi- 
lege of working their way back on tho 
vessel. Thoy are now wandering about the 
streets of London oldiged to beg their food, 
and witliout a pla.e of shelter. They lave 
hi en advised to apjjly to the American con- 
sul for iissistanco. The boys say that they 
both lived on tho west side of Chicago, but 
♦ho exact addresses are not learned. Thoy 
appear to be well b.luivcd lads, but ai-e 
lo iking like tramps, their once good clothes 
being ruined by the filth of the ship.

THE VERNE Y SCANDAIi. 



Tho Accused Sentenced to One Year' 
Imprisonmeut Without 
' Hard Labor. 



Both Verney and Decobain to be Ex- 
pelled fn>ni the House of 

LoNDO.v, May G.— Capt. Verney, for try- 
ing to procure Miss Brackett for immoral 
purposes, was, to-day, sentenced to one 
year's imprisonment, without hard labor. 

Tho sensation of the day is the aontenoc 
of Captain Hope Vernoy, of the Royal 
Navy, and M, P. for North Bucks, to one 
year's imprisonment for conspiracy to ab- 
duct Miss Brackett. It is tho greatest dis- 
grace that the English aristocracy has en- 
countered in this century, for tho Verneys, 
although ennobled within the century, are 
of ancient descent among the landed gen- 
try, and are dist»ntly conueoted with tho 
Calverta of Maryland, and Cupt. Verney 
is, on his mother's side, the grinnl- 
son of Lord Kincaid. The family is one of 
the most distinguished in tbo Jliillaiul coun- 
ties, and one of its niembera wa.-j standard- 
bearer toCharlfs Ut. Captain Verney him- 
self, on the deatli of his venerable lather, 
Sir Harry Verney, now in his ninetieth year, 
will succeed to the title. Apart from the 
series of crimes that have brought him to 
grief, his r'eonrd has been one of honorable 
service in war and peace. He served when 
i'.tle more than a boy in the Crimea, at,d in 
India during tho mutiny, and he has been 
an enthusiast for educatiod and temperance, 
and also for aiding discharged prisoners. His 
wife is tlie daughter of. Sir .John Williams 
of Wales, a lady distiiiguished for her efforts 
to improve the higher education of girls. 
They have four charming children and a 
beautiful hosse., in North Wales. The 
Londoh police Jiiive :' been ( Charged with too 
much caution in Vehsey's'ease, but they re- 
solved not to touch him-'. until : they had 
liim where escape was ',:;itbpossible. The 
ca.se has been one of the' most thoroughly 
prepared ever presented to the Lon- 
don courts, and upon bearimi 
the evidence "Verney's friends at 
once collapsed as to any refutation, al- 
though llioy did not desert him, as the mild 
penalty shows. The facts have been kept 
from the nged father of the dclinciucut. Ho 
is, however, in precarious health, ho that it 
is more than probable that Verney will be- 
come a baronet while in jail. The Conserva- 
tives and Liberals have agreed that Verney, 
who is a Liberal, and Decubain of Bellast, 
who is a conservative, and now a fugitive 
accused of unnatU'al crimes, shall both bo 
expelled from Parliament, Verney's convic- 
tion not having ip^o farlo unstaled bini.
